One of the most appalling and unex- 
pected tragedies occurred in this place day 
before yesterday, about four and a half 
o'clock, pi m>, that has ever stained the 
record of oar county s history, resulting 
in the almost Immediate killing of Mr. A. 
L. Hawkins, of Glasgow .Junction, by a 
pistol sbol inflicted at the hanil.4 of Mr. 
Joha M. Baeham, of thie place,and the 
subsequent immediate attempt of Basham 
to commit suicide. 

The origin of the deplorable calamity 
is traced to nashani's conduct as sheriff 
dnring tba past two or three years,during 
which time he hae been defaulter to the 
Slate and tp individaAle,ia hU offlcial ca- 
paoily, to aa aoMMht la ilti wt j 
from twenty-live to ibetl ' 
lars. Bis securitiea, oomarieiaK a aan-- 
ber of the most substaatiai aadaeit eiti> 
zens of thie county, have recently been re- 
duced to almost penury by Ihe sacrifice 
of their property as security for Basham. 
Mr. Hawkins, who was one ol the suffer- 
ers, had become so outraged over the ca- 
lamity that had befallen him In bis old 
age, that he bad taken legal steps to have 
wiabam prosecuted lor embezxlement, 
and on Tueeday was Itere for the purpose 
of looking aAer the eettleaieatof lae mat- 
ter il poesible, or to ioaiatoa the proee e a" 
tioo in case of lailnre to ohiaia eatiifte- 
tion. Basham failing to a^oet the ma^ 
ter satisfactorily, be wae arrcetcd by onr 
town marshai, Mr. Jamee Mnrrell, aad 
he, Basham and Hawkins were resting 
for some purpose in tbe portico of the 
county clerk's office. Basham and Hawk- 
ins were engaged in a quiet conversation 
about the matter, and were apparently 
entirely free Irom unusual excitement 
Mr. Hawkins sat down 00 the bench oo 
the outer edge of the portiCp and waa lean- 
ing forward without a suspicion of harm 
or violence, and Mr. Murrell bad turned 
H#ith his face momentarily away from tbe 
parties, and hearing the sharp click of a 
pistol, whirled around only in time to see 
Basham fire, the ball striking Hawkins a 
little above and behind tbe left ear. — 
Hawkins without a murmur fell slowly 
forward and without an effort sank to the 
floor. The report of the pistol attracted 
the attention of oar people at once, aad a 
great crowd rushed for the conrt-hooee 
from every direction. Baeham alter firing 
the fatal sjiot, immediately made a de- 
monstration of warning to Murrell, and 
leaped off the end of the portico to the 
ground, a distance ol five or six feet, and 
began to make frantic efforts to sboot him- 
self, but made several failures to discharge 
his pistol. He continued to ruo in the 
direction of his home at the Shirley 
House, and on reaching the pavement al- 
most immediately in front of tbe lower 
portion of the Shirley House, on Wash- 
ington street, he again put his pistol to 
hie bead apd fired, falling heavily on the 
pavement He was picked up and car- 
ried into his bed-room and medical aid 
summoned, but he persistently refused to 
allow a minute examination, and thefex- 
tent of the injury was unknown. A shot- 
hole was discovered penetrating the scalp, 
but furtlier than that nothing was known. 

Mr. Hawkins waa carried to the Glas- 
gow House, and expired in about an 
hour, remaining in a perfectly uncon- 
sciooa etate antH be died. Tbe nature of 
Basham'e woanda being unknown, a 
guard was placed at his bouse, anil np to 
nine o'clock he was resting (quietly enough, 
with no evidence ol serious injury, farther 
tlian was manifest, in tbe obwsurity of the 
diagnosis, from his continual refusal to 
have his wound examined. 

Early yesterday morning one of his at- 
tendin;; physicians called professionally a 
little after euorise, and discovered that he 
had eluded the vigilaaos of his guard and 
bad eeeaped. He immodiately informed 
Sheriff Paee^ who waa at the Shirley 
House, of Baaham'e abeeaee, and without 
delay partiee were summoned and dis- 
patched in all directions to secure Bash- 
am's arrest It is not within our prov- 
ince to lorestall public opinion by invo- 
king vengeance or adverting to the le- 
gal consequences. We have discharged 
our duty in a simple recital ol tbe terrible 
uituir. 

Mr. Hawkins, who was so snddealy 
bur!ei iotoetemiw, waaaboatiixty yean 
of age, and one of^ the beet oitiaeaa of oar 
county. He was qinte aaobjiaeiee aad 
honest, and was univmally K e e m e d by 
all who knew him.

To .do tills, wa most have our 
lands daqpd «iA a mmi aap^ of 
vegetable aMttar to aMdntheland live- 
ly and productive. This csn l>e ob- 
tained by the turning under of green 
crops and aflerwards a judicious rota- 
tion of erops; in doing this, we can on- 
ly cultivate what lands we can manure 
well, or such as have not Ik-cii exhaus- 
ted. Let us take the lands in the fall, 
break through and subsoil: iu the 
spring, plow and sow |)ea8 about the 
first of J une, and harrow them in. 

Turn under the peas in September 
and sow to lya, and pasture thrawh

IMssible to practice any .system of tniin- 
ing and pmning. To train to stakes, 
we are conipelU-d to cut back so short 
that tbe loss in fmit thus sustained is 
greater than tbe acUitional outlay for 
tlie trsHit. Now for tbe facts and the 
figures. It will take 1.210 vmes, 6 
Coel apart each way, and as many 
stdke« to the acre. Vines, at 10 cents 
eaeh. amount to %121; stakes, at 5 
cents aaoh. MO; total, $161. Tkm 6 
cents stakes wiH last but ftw yeat s , 
and we will say nothing of the incon- 
venience ot tyingand training to stakes, 
l)ut will pass on to the trellis. Wo 
will erect the trellis by setting ce<lar 
po.sts, 3 or 4 inches in diameter, fit 
feet long, 20 inches deep, 1-1 feet apart, 
in rows 6 feet apart.

Then put tin's 
potato water into a jug or keg, which 
set near the store, or in soaie place 
where it will he kept waraa, apo add 
one pound of susar to about two and 
one-half gallons of water, and some 
hop yeast Let it stand three or four 
weeks, and yon will have excellent 
vinegar, at a cost of six or seven cents 
per L'allon. — Jmtrnal of Chemvitry. 

The KrND ok Fork to Bity. — 
Pork diflers much in the ()iuilitv ac- 
corilinj: to the mo<le of fee^linsr, and it 
is always de.sirat)!e to know who fed thai 
pig, if jK)ssil)le, bel()re you buy the 
meat. Butchers are sometime in the 
habit of keeping pigs and feeding them 
on the nau.seous and decaying offal of 
the shambles. It is never safe to buy 
your i>ork from a butcher that feeds 
pin himseifl Tbe fiinn-hoasa or the 
mi pq^are geaeially ftd wkrie- 
somely, and kept «§■■{' aid ym tmr 
depend on petk or haasa hoaaht di- 
rectly from them. Pork shoiud not 
be &t, the meat should be close in tbe 
grain, and fat and lean should be of a 
pinkish white. It is not a very whole- 
some or economical meat for a family 
when eaten fresh, though when salted 
it l« the prime <lish of the poor lal)orer 
an<l the most useful meat to every rank 
of siK'iety. 

The Care of Oil Cloths. — An 
oil cloth requires careful treatgient, 
and should never be scrubbed with a 
brush, but aAer being swept with the 
long handled hair brushes that are 
made for tbe purpose, it sliould be 
earefuUy washed with, a laige, antt 
doth dipped into milk' and walar — 
half-and-half; o^ if the milk is not ob- 
tainable, tepid water without soap. 
The latter ruins oil cloth by taking off 
the brightness of the paint, and it 
should never be applied to it. Hot 
water is al-o very injurious to it; either 
ot them — soap or hot water- — in ing 
sure to injure the oil cloth more than 
the wear of it. When washed over, 
wipe it ofl' with a soft, dry cloth, and it 
w ill retjun a bright look. In purchase 
ing an oil cloth, it is very desirable to 
obtain one that has been made several 
yean, as the longer it has lain un- 
washed the better it will wear — the 
poiat beoominc harder and more du- 
rable.
